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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' arguments, filed 20 December 2004, have been fully considered. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the 
complete set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claims 1-6, 8-51, 61-65, and 71-96 are currently pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information Disclosure Statement filed 20 December 2004 has been considered. A 
signed copy of PTO Form 1449 is included in this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6, 8-51, 61-65, and 71-96 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Specifically, claim 1 recites "as determined by comparing effectiveness of 
the multivariate nonlinear model with effectiveness of other multivariate nonlinear models 
constructed for other subset gene combinations". There is no support in the instant specification 
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for such a limitation. The specification does not disclose the comparison of one model versus 
another model. This is new matter. 

Claim 73 recites "presenting results of the ordering, wherein the results indicate that 
observed gene expression levels for a permutation subset of genes associated with a higher- 
ranking multivariate non-linear model have a higher effectiveness etc. . The specification does 
not appear to teach this limitation, nor has applicant provided support for such a limitation. This 
constitutes new matter. 

Claim 72 recites "wherein the higher-ranking multivariate nonlinear model having the 
higher effectiveness of the two models is presented as indicating a higher relatedness between 
the genes etc. . The specification does not disclose this limitation. This constitutes new matter. 
No claims are allowed.
